Democrat Robert M. Kaiser, San Jose 
attorney, and member of and legal counsel 
to the Santa Clara GI Forum, is a candidate 
for Assemblyman in the 25th Assembly Dist¬ 
rict. He is challenging incumbent William 
Stanton in the Primary Election June 7th. 

Robert Kaiser, two-term veteran on 
the Democratic Central Committee stated to 
EL EXCENTRICO today: "The incumbent's 
shocking record of missing 47% of the roll 
call votes in Sacramento in 1965 can only be 
interpreted as complete lack of interest in 
representing the people in the 25th district". 

Kaiser said that a count of the roll 
call votes in the minutes of the Legislature 
showed the incumbent missed 1, 382 roll call 
votes.
